Hears Completion at Stamps; 
Furnishes Fuel, Power, Sulphur

supply of "sour gas," long the 
subject of much controversy and

4,250 grains of hydrogen sulphide 
per 100 cubic feet—the sourest gas 
lluit has ever been cleaned o: 
hydrogen sulphide and made fi 
for use both commercially anc 
domestic.

110 Tons Sulphur Per Day 


The hydrogen sulphide, which 


has been stripped from the natural 
gas will be processed 
further, 


through a free sulphur recovery 
plant to be erected also in the Mc- 
Kamie field. This plant is designed 
to recover approximately 110 tons 
per day, when in full operation. 
This free sulphur is recovered in 
a liquid form and will flow into 
open bins where it solidifies, and 
will be shipped in its solid state 
by rail. 


Actual work at the plant began 


last November. The gasoline ab- 
sorption plant was designed by the 
Fluor Corporation Ltd., Los An- 
geles, Calif., and the desulphuriza- 
tion plant by the Girdler Corpora- 
tion, 
Louisville, Kentucky. The 


gathering system was constructed 
by J. C. Moore Construction com- 
pany of Magnolia. The sulphur re- 
covery plant was designed by the 
Foster Wheeler Corporation, New 
York, and will be operated by the 
Southern Acid & Sulhpur Company 
of Little Rock. 


Critical materials were held to 


the bare necessity in the construc- 
tion of permanent buildings by the 
use of reinforced concrete 
and

Were the Japanese surprised as 


they came in high over the area 
by a stronger force than they ex- 
pected, or did the planes come, 
say, for a direction not counted on 
when the Japanese planned their 
attack?
